Tips On How a 

To Keep Cool 

NEW YORK.—Stop talking about 
the heat and humidity, and just re- 
lax—if you want to be cooler. 

This was the advice offered by a 
recognized psychologist who also tore 
down the old-fashioned belief that 
several layers of wool will keep out 
the heat. 

The modern way of dressing sen- 
sibly is best, he said. Trouble with 
wearing too heavy clothing, he said, 
is that a person is hot before he gets 
it all on. Result, he keeps the heat 
right next to his body. 

Some other suggestions on how to 
beat the heat were: 

Wear something on the head—un- 
less you already have a good tan. 
This is particularly important for 
older persons, # 

Yes, fan yourself, but be sure it is 
with a regular rhythm. Do not exert 
yourself, Take a lesson from those 
in the tropics: be as quiet as possible 
during the heat of the day. 

Gulping water by the gallon won't 
cool a person. It is harmful to 
health, It forces the heart to do ex- 
tra pumping. 

An alcoholic drink is all right, if 
not too much is taken, 

Heavy food should be avoided. 
Food easily digested and with light 
caloric content is the best if you! 
want to stay cool, 

Let the pérspiration pour out. If 
you're normal, you should perspire. 
It’s part of your body’s normal elimi- 
nation process. 

This psychologist, who was in the 
army medical corps, said suicide 
rates go up during the hot months, 
The heat and humidity bring on a 
depressed feeling. 

So therefore,- refrain from talking 
about the weather. Some weak per- 
gon may destroy himself. 

For the persons who ask “Is it hot 
enough for you?” the doctor has a 
remedy. It is: 

Count ten, and then let him have 
it.

PERTH, Scotland. — Winston 
Churchill, accepting the freedom of 
the city with honors heretofore only 
given to Royalty, warned that the 
days of peace were no less difficult 
than those of war.

Preserving 


EGGS 


Dry Packing: Eggs which are to 
be kept for a short time only can be 
preserved by packing them in bran, 
shorts, oats, sawdust or salt. Great 
care must be taken to see that the 
packing material is perfectly dry 
and free from dust and odors, There 
is always danger of losing eggs by 
mould on the inside of the shell. If 
the packing material carries any 
odor it will be absorbed by the eggs 
and render them undesirable for food. 

Salt, unless perfectly dry, has a 
tendency to cake and make it diffi- 
cult, if not impossible, to remove the 
eggs. The dampness may come from 
the eggs themselves, hence this 
method of packing is not generally 
practiced. 

Lime Method: The lime solution is 
made by slaking three pounds of 
good quicklime in a small amount of 
water. Add the milk of the lime thus 
formed to three gallons of water. 
Keep the mixture well stirred for a 
day, then allow the excess of lime 
to settle and use only the clear liquid. 

Some people prefer to add salt to 
the mixture, using about 14 as much 
salt as lime. They claim that the 
eggs keep better and have a better 
flavor. This solution is extensively 
used, however, it is generally conced- 
ed that the lime solution requires 
more time and attention in prepara- 
tion, and the results are no better 
than when using water-glass. 

Water-Glass: Eggs preserved in 
water-glass will keep several months 
and can be used for all kinds of cook- 
ing—can be scrambled, fried or 
poached, but can not be boiled unless 
a hole is made in the large end of 
the egg with a pin or needle to per- 
mit the air to escape. The yolk, in 
water-glass preserved eggs, is liable 
to break easily and the white he- 
comes watery and does not beat up 
well. 

When preserving in water-glass 
use a five-gallon crock or jar, being 
sure it is thoroughly clean and dry. 
Bring nine quarts of water to boiling 
point and, when cool, place it in the 
crock. Add one quart of water- 
glass (sodium silicate), and stir and 
mix thoroughly. Put in the eggs. 

This quantity will be enough for 
preserving 14 to 15 dozen eggs, which 
may be immersed in the solution all 
at one time or added as they ac- 
cumulate, 

Be sure that the solution is always 
at least two inches above the eggs 
at all times. Cover the crock to pre- 
vent evaporation.

Population 
Trend Worries 
Great Britain 


Fear Within Next 20 
¥ears Nation Will Be 
Composed Mostly Of Very 
Young And Old 

LONDON. — Britain lives in the 
shadow of an impending population 
crisis, 

That is the opinion of poulation 
experts who warn the country is in 
danger of becoming a land composed 
mostly of the very young and the 
very old within the next 20 years. 
The reasons, they say, are a retreat 
from parenthood and a draining of 
wee groups through migra- 

on, 

Those are the main findings of a 
report just issued by Political and 
Economic Planning, an independent, 
non-party, fact-finding organization. 
It has beén probing population 
trends since 1938, 

To counter these population pros- 
pects for Britain, the report suggest- 
ed adoption of a “population policy” 
by the government. This should 
strive to increase the average family 
to 21% children and create conditions 
where people will want, as well as 
be able, to have “four or five” chil- 
dren, ‘ 

The report predicted that Britain’s 
population of 45,000,000 will be down 
1,830,000 in 1970, At the same time 
that of western, central and north- 
ern Europe will be down by 9,000,- 
000, that of southern and eastern Eu- 
rope up by 27,000,000 and that of 
Russia up by 77,000,000. 

The report also suggested that in 
the next 20 years population growth 
would halt in Canada, Australia, the 
United States and among white 
South Africans. But it expects to 
continue “for several generations” in 
South America, 

The report said that migration of 
the young and vigorous to the Do- 
minions can only make Britain’s age 
structure still more disadvantageous, 
This could be prevented only if the 
Dominions accept ‘an appropriate 
percentage of those who are a burden 
on the community.” But prospects 
of other countries admitting a cross- 
section of Britain’s population ‘are 
probably slight.” 

The report also found that the 
present increased birthrate in Bri- 
tain may well be a temporary conse- 
quence of the war. It expected num- 
bers soon would cease to increase and 
the population of elderly people “will 
grow from year to year.”

New Brunswick 
Uses Unique 
Balloting Plan 


FREDERICTON. — The system of 
balloting used in the June 28 New 
Brunswick general election is believ- 
ed unique in Canada. | 

Each party prints ballots contain- 
ing only the names of its own candi- 
dates; or a voter can use a blank 
piece of paper supplied by the return- 
ing officer, | 

When a voter enters the polling 
place he is handed one party-printed 
ballot by each party contesting the 
seat, He is also given an initialed 
envelope by the returning officer. 

The voter enters the booth, marks 
the ballot of the party he wishes to 
support by placing the usual "X” af- 
ter each of the party's candidates in 
the riding, and places it in the en- 
velope. He does not seal the en-| 
velope, | 

The returning officer examines the 
envelope to make sure it is the one 
furnished by him, Then, in the pres- 
ence of the voter, he drops it into 
the ballot box. 

If a voter requests it, the reurning 
officer will furnish a blank slip on 


| 


the names of candidates for whom he 
wishes to vote. 

When the ballots are being count- 
ed, any envelopes containing more 
than one ballot is classed spoiled and 
all ballots in the envelope are invalid. | 

If he wishes, however, a voter may 
strike out any name appearing on 
the party ballot and write in the 
name of another candidate, | 

In this way, a voter may use a 
party ballot but vote for members 
of another party or split his vote. 
Thus, in a riding where there are 
four candidates, a voter could vote 
for two on the party ballot, strike 
out the remaining two and add the 
names of the two candidates of an- 
/ Other party. 

If he adds the name of a person 
not nominated as a candidate or adds 
more candidates than there are mem- 
bers to be elected in the riding, the 
ballot is spoiled.
